Five picked up at 
Heathrow airport

LONDON. — Detectives on the 
watch at Heathrow Airport for Arab 
terrorists now have five persons in 
detention at Ealing police station. 
They have ali been picked up at 

the since last Saturday. 

It is not believed that they have 
eny direct connection with the man 
who shot and wounded J. Edward 
Sieff on Sunday. However, the police 
have not ruled out the possibility 
that they may be members of an 
Arab terrorist squad. 

The Marks and Spencer president 
is making a rapid recovery, doctors 
confirmed yesterday. It has been re- 
ported that he may even be back 
at his desk within a month. At the 
Same time the police have failed ta 
leads on his assailant. 

The first of the five being held 
at Ealing to be arrested was a young 
American woman who arrived at 
Heathrow from Los Angeles on Sa- 
turday afternoon. During customs 
examination of her baggage she was 
found to be in possession of five 
pistols and 150 rounds of ammuni- 
tion. 

Next to be picked up, a Scotland 
Yard spokesman told me, was a 
“Moroccan citizen who following en- 
quiries was discovered to be waiting 
to meet her at the air terminal.” 

The third person to be detained 
was a man who arrived from Los 
Angeles on Monday travelling on a 
Pakistani passport. He is being ques- 
tioned about his connection with the 
other two. One evening newspaper 
here claims that he is the brother 
of the gun girl, though the police 
were unable to confirm this. . 

Two other men are also being 
held at Baling police station, which 
has jurisdiction over the airport. The 
police spokesman told me that they 
are being held because of “irregular- 
ities “in their documents” and that 
he does not think they are connected 
with the other three. He would uot 
say when they were picked up, or 
which country’s passports they were 


It ig uncertain whether any or all 
of the five will be charged with any 
crime, or simply deported. 

Britain, at present, has no Arab 
terrorists in prison, since Mohammed 
Abdul Fubeid was released from a 
British prison last month after serv- 
ing his sentence for being in pos- 
session of 8. pistol and ammunition 
at Heathrow jast Christmas. At the 


time he was described as a courrier 
for the Fatah. 

Security at air and sea ports hes 
been intensified since the shooting 
on Sunday. Ii is understood that 
most airlines have been issued with 
8 list of 30 names of Arabs who 
are believed to be seeking mew ter~ 
rorist targets in Hurope. It is 
thought that they may be mt 
to pass through London or 
into the country with the intention 
of attacking Jews or Jewish insti- 
tutions. 

One airline official yesterday said 
that “the lst of undesirables — 
possibly hijackers or terrorists — 
has recently had four names added 
to it. Nearly all of the names on 
the list belong to people from Arab 
countries.” 

A tight watch is alao being kept 
on diplomatic mail and luggage 
which normally misses airport con- 
trols, in case extra boxes or bags 
with diplomatic labels may have 
been slipped in by terrorist organ- 
izations. 

The police admitted to me that 
they are still without any clear 
leads on the identity of the man 
who attacked Mr. Steff.

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There are interests in Egypt 
working against the attainment of 
peace with Israel, but also con- 
siderations working in the opposite 
direction, according to Prof. Gabriel 
Baer, Hebrew University Professor 
of the History of Muslim Countries. 

Prof. Eeer will present a paper 
on the subject at a seminar at the 
Van Leer Tnstiizte in Jerusalem 
tomorrow. 

The paper is based on a study 
made by Prof. Baer in collabora- 
‘Hon with Mr. Matti Steinberg, a 
research student, on varying in- 
terests of significant groups in 
Egyptian and other Arab society in 
@ peace settlement with Israel. The 
study was conducted before the Yom 
Kippur War, but Prof. Baer be- 
lieves that the views are still valid 
today. 

Prof. Baer is not only regarded 
as one of Israel's foremost experts 
on Bgypt, but has also been ac- 
claimed by Egyptian editor Moham- 
med Hasanein Heykal for having 
written the outstanding studies on 
Egyptian landownership and guilds 
(“AT Ahram,” June 8, 1973). Only 
dast week his views on Arabic stu- 
dies in Israel were quoted again, 
in “Al-Mussawwar,” Cairo. 

Describing the Egyptian ruling 
ete in a recent interview, Prof. 
Baer said thet while key positions 
under the old regime were held by 
landowner-capitalists and their fa- 
milies and associa! the adminis- 
tration and the economy today are 
directed by people originating from 
various groups of what may be 
called intermediate layers, though 
these strata are not middle class 
in the European sense. 

ARMY OFFICERS 

Of these groups, the army officers 
constitute the most important one. 
Egypt, Prof. Baer states, is run by 
about a thousand officers, most of 
whom have taken off their uniforms 
but maintain strong tles with the 
army establishment and retain the 
attitude of army officers. The power 
of the army in Egyptian society was 
enhanced as a result of the conflict 
with Israel, and the existence of a 
constant external threat was regard- 
ed as a convincing reason for 
strengthening the army and its place 
in Bgyptian society. 

According to Prof. Baer, Hgypt- 
dan army officers and Arab analysts, 
as reflected in thelr writings, con- 
sider the “end of the cold war with 
Israel and signing of a peace treaty 
to be a greater danger to Zgypt’s 
military regime than a defeat in a 
hot war which may result from 
the cold war’. The army officer 
corps, which Nasser once in a 
critical vein called “the officer 
politicians” (“al’askariyyin 481- 
siyasiyyin”), provides the majority 
of the ministers, governors, ambas- 
sadors and directors of companies, 
enterprises and communications 
media in Egypt. The group does not 
create or further the establishment 
of a middle class. 

The technocrats — primarily 
engineers and economists — are the 
principal aHies of the officers, In 
1964, according to editor Heykal, 
45 per cent of the directors of 
large institutions were engineers. In

Nixon’s returns again 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The US. 
Internal Revenue Service said 
Wednesday it is re-examining Pre- 
sident Nixon's income tax returns 
for several years. 

The IRS said representatives of 
President Nixon are cooperating 
fully in the probe and had authoriz- 
ed disclosure of the action. It did not 
say what years would be covered 
by the review. But there hay been 
controversy over the President’s 
returns for 1970, 1971 and 1972, 

The President paid total taxes 
for these three years of less than 
6,000 dollars. 

Ax IRS spokesman said in answer 
to a question that the tax 
could recover past taxes due for ail 
three of those years, but that the 
statute of limitations would have 
expired for taxes due from previous 
years. 

The IRS did not disclose the 
reason for its probe. 

‘The agency said δὲ has arranged 
to exchange information on the 
Presideat’s tax returns with the 
congressional joint committee on 
internal revenue taxation, which has 
agreed, at Nixon’s request, to review 
his returns for the years since he 
entered the White House in 1969. 

The President’s attorneys have 
extimated Nixon could owe 85 much 
85 $267,000 in back taxes if the 
deductions he claimed are disallowed. 

On December 8, Nikson released a 
mass of personal financial data and 
allowed newsmen to inspect his in- 
come tax returns for the years 1969 
through 1972, 

The material showed that Nixon 


paid a total of $78,651.10 in federal 
income taxes for the four years, the 
bulk of it in 1969. 

The main reason for the small tax 
payment during the past three years 
‘was a controversial deduction Nixon 


in deductions he took for donating 
the vice-presidential papers.

Productive investment is urgently required

ing. As a matter of fact, the com- 
pletion of projects started — and 
largely sold — will assure a sub- 
stantial volume of housing activity 
for a long time. 

Nor should there be any diffi- 
culty in promoting zon-residential 
investment. Over one half of the 
funds invested in “economic” — i.e. 
non-residential — assets in 1972 
were in projects controlled 
directly or indirectly by the 
public sector. Almost one third of 
that was in business companies, 
and the rest in assets of state, 
municipal, national and welfare in- 
stitutions. In 1973 the development 
budget was cut for emergency 
reascnus. Now it could be expanded. 
And there should be no lack of 
worth while, if not urgent pro 
jects. 

However, -the above reasoning is 
misleading. It dodges the crucial 
question; whether we shali have 
enough capital invested δι the 
ereation of productive assets, which 
will contribute to our economy’s 
earming power. It lumps private as- 


sets (ang Investments) such as real 
estate, together with national assets 
such as factory projects creating 
purchasing power or enterprises 
working for export, and those ser- 
vieing local customers and fed by 
their purchasing power — such as 
a school, a clinic, or a road. Ob- 
viously, we can spepd more or less 
lavishly on bricks and mortar and 
on all kinds of public programmes, 


and smaller profits, 
government policy. 


and in the process provide employ- 
ment and boost economic activity. 


But will such investment regenerate ἢ 


our economy and improve its via- 
bility under the trying conditions 
of the aftermath of war and world 
recession? 

‘When this question is kept in mind 
it becomes evident that capital spend- 
ing is only one element of the re- 
quired investments which depend 
also on apt mitiative, on know-how, 
and management, which alone can 
assure thelr proper economic per- 
formance. Over the past years these 
puginess-minded investments ac- 
counted for about 40 per cent of 
the Jocal investment totel, and about 
80 per cent of the capital concerned 
was invested by private enterprise. 
‘lowever, even before the war these 
investments had ceased to expand 
and their percentage of the invest- 
ment total was beginning to decline 
owing to the widespreac expectancy 
of a slowdown With a Jong period of 
austerity looming ahead, together 
with the risk of war, a downward 
trend can reasonably be 

Another contrary factor must 
2iso be taken into consideration, 

the adverse structure of our 
capital market. Aa our economy has 
been coming of age, an ever-grow- 


ing share of business investments 
has been coming from the expansion 
and diversification of existing enter- 
prises. But in the circumstances now 
prevailing, most companies will have 
to look forward to smaller profits, 
and to the need for larger operat- 
ing capital — in order te finance 
ampler emergency stocks and set off 
slower sales turnover and an increas- 
ed resort to cash payments. 
After the Six Day War, productive 
investments soared under the com- 
bined impact of defence orders, ex- 
port prospects {after the 1967 de- 
valuation), 2 booming home market 
{et a somewhat later stage), and in- 
creased financial and tax incentives. 
Now defence orders again warrant 


full employment in a cumber of fac- 


because of lower profitability. The 
home market is depressed 

Before the war, # was widely ar- 
gued that the incentives provided 
under the Encovragement of Ca- 
pital Investments Law were exces- 
sive, that they tended to create a 
privileged group of capitalists fi- 
nanced by the state at preferential 
terms and enjoying extra low tax 
Tates, and that this increased the 
strain imposed or other people, add- 
ing to the social tension, and under- 
mained tax and work morak. All of 
these arguments may now gain 
ground, 

‘On the other hand, the Bank of 
Israel has been arguing that quite 
“extraordinary” incentives will have 
to be provided in order to secure 
the amount of investments required 
for a proper functioning of our 
economy even at a reduced level of 
activity and growth. The authorities 
‘concerned have hitherto shelved the 
fssue. But time is pressing, and a 
‘decision whether and what to do in 
‘this + will have to be taken 
before long.

Justice Sussman 

Justice Sussman, with whom Jus- 
tice Kahn concurred, pointed out 
that since the ruling in C.A. 35/54 
(P.D. 8/427) the law in Israel has 
been that a person injured in a 
motor accident may sue the wrong- 
doer and his (the wrongdoer’s) in- 
surance company at one and the 
same time — instead of waiting to 
bring an action against the latter — 
until such time as he has received

. ever, he continued, whether the in- 


jured person sues both defendants 
together, or whether he sues one 
‘after the other, the extent of the 
obligation flowing from the existence 
of an imsurance policy does not 
change, while the insurance com-

pany enjoy the same rights under 
the Motor Vehicles Insurance (‘Third 
Party Risks) Ordinance whether 
they be sued together with the 
wrongdoer or separately, 

On the other hand, continued Jus- 
tice Sussman, there is no doubt that 
the insurance company, which is 
bound under section 10 of the Or- 
dinance to pay the injured person 
the damages awarded against the 

, is entitled by virtue of 
rule 24 of the Civil Procedure Rules 
to “intervene” in any action brought 
by the ‘injured person against the 
‘wrongdoer and ask to be joined, as 
an additional defendant to the ac- 
tion. And if the insurance company 
elects to be joined ag a defendant, 
they may defend themselves on the 
whole front. In other words, they 
are not restricted to denying their 
obligations as an insurer (as for 
this purpose they would not have 


had to ask to be joined as a def- 
endant), but may challenge the 
ability of the inguree-wrongdoer. 
For if the latter were absolved of 
Viability, then they too would be 
exempt from paying the injured 
person any damages. It follows, 
continued Justice Sussman, thet when 
the insurance company is sued 
together with the wrongdoer, then 
they are similarly entitled to chal- 
lenge the liability of the wrongdoer, 
since, 35 was pointed out above, the 
fact that there is a joint charge 
does not derogate from the insur- 
ance company’s rights of defence. 


The question which arises, there- 
fore, in the present case, held Jus- 
tice Sussman, is whether the ez- 
porte judgment against the driver- 
insuree affects the rights of the 
insurance company to defend them- 
selves on the whole front. The 
answer to this question, he continu- 
ed, is perforce in the negative, as 
it would not be just to deny an 
insurer, who hes been jolned with- 
out his consent to an action, the 
tights of defence, which he would 
have had elected to be so joined. 

The appeal should, therefore, be 
dismissed, concluded Justice Suss- 
man,
